REJECT SECOND 
MARKET OFFER 


Fees of SI for each hole drilled 
into concrete streets and 25 cents 
for each boring in macadam or Ken­ 
tucky rock streets were adopted by 
council at a special meeting at the 
fire engine house, Tuesday evening. 
The fees are to cover the cost of 
inspection 
by 
borough 
employes 
after the holes are filled in. and 
followed application by officials of 
the Gettysburg gas corporation for 
permission to drill holes in the bor­ 
ough’s streets. 
Work of drilling holes, or vents, 
in the concrete of Baltimore street 
by the gas corporation to permit 
gas from leaking mains to escape 
and also to determine leaking joints 
in the gas mains and then make 
necessary repairs was halted by 
borough officials. Monday afternoon. 
Previously, the borough had no 
inspection fee for such work, al­ 
though there is a borough ordinance 
which provides a fee of $6 for dig­ 
ging up a square yard of concrete or 
fraction thereof. 
C onsidered Drilling 
Tile drilling operation, however, 
was not considered digging by coun­ 
cil, and therefor would not be cover­ 
ed by the digging ordinance. 
Considerable discussion developed 
before the fees for digging concrete 
and macadam streets were finally 
adopted. Councilman Clarence W. 
Epley, after a conference with fel­ 
low councilmen, suggested an in­ 
spection fee of $2 for each hole 
drilled by the gas company. 
While H. Harold Miller, district 
manager for the gas corporation, 
and John D. Keith, Esq., counsel for 
the public utility, who appealed be­ 
fore council, said they hoped to do 
tile work without a fee of any kind, 
they proposed a fee of IO cents for 
each hole drilled to counter council’s 
suggestion of $2 for each hole. 
Bore 500 Holes 
Mr. Keith said 500 holes will be 
drilled by the gas company in their 
search for leaking mains, and that 
a charge of $2 for each hole would 
be exorbitant. 
The 
attorney ex­ 
plained that after the small hole is 
bored through the concrete an iron 
pi lie is inserted. 
After the 
leaky 
main joints 
are 
discovered, 
the 
holes are filled with a tar substance. 
For future inspections, 
Mr 
Keith 
said, the tar is bored out of the 
pipes.

upon public baths and Berlin bars in 
a new - purge” of immoral elements, 
chiefly directed at the Storm Troops. 
The raids began some ten days ago. 
men of all ages being taken’ into 
custody for questioning. 
At least four baths and bars, two 
of them in fashionable sections of 
the capital, have been raided. The 
police activity sharply recalled the 
situation which 
furnished Adolf 
Hitler with 
one 
reason 
for 
his 
“blood cleansing” of the 
Storm 
Troops last June. 
Many of the raided baths were de­ 
scribed by police as centers of ab­ 
normality, even those located in ex­ 
clusive Berlin neighborhoods. 
In­ 
terest of the police in whether 
foreigners were present 
in 
these 
raided baths led to the belief the 
clean-up was perhaps motivated by 
suspicions that these places were 
also used by plotters for rendezvous. 
Even before the execution last 
June of Capt. Brnst Roehm, former 
Nazi Storm Troop head, it had been 
revealed, although 
quietly, 
that 
doubtful moral practices had reach­ 
ed such proportions that a national 
scandal was threatened. 
Many non-German circles have 
since openly spoken of the S. 
A. 
(Storm Troops) as attracting per­ 
verts, and the decision to reduce 
and reorganize the 
Stormers* 
or­ 
ganization was believed in some 
quarters to be a move to oust these 
elements, retaining those 
of 
un­ 


questionable morals for the picked 
guard and other units. 
“We are conducting 
an intense 
fight against vice,” one police offi­ 
cial said Monday. “The cleanup is 
progressing on all fronts. The evil 
must be stamped out wherever it 
occurs.1' 
The ministry of propaganda ad­ 
mitted that three large resorts had 
been closed after being raided. 
It was learned from an 
official 
source that one hundred men had 
been arrested in Berlin and 500 out­ 
side the capital, mostly in the su­ 
burbs.

I was reading recently of the first attempts of well known authors, 
and each instance was that of their early attempts being accepted by ob­ 
scure magazines or newspapers. Collectors now pay big sums for these 
early attempts! 
Far more than what they originally received for their 
efforts. The first publication of that lovely poem, “In Flanders Field,” 
appeared in Punch, the English humorous paper—and it didn t even give 
credit to the author! 
I like that sentiment about rising on "stepping stones of our dead 
selves.”
